Revival in Coxsaekie N. Y. 
Coxsackie, Feb. 26, 1840. 

Dear Brother Grosvenor,—As it is always inter- 
esting to the Christian to hear of the work of the 
Lord in the conversion of sinners, and of the pros- 
perity of Zion, I send you the fullowing account of 
a revival in this place, which is at your disposal. 

After a season of severe and protracted sickness, 
T left the east part of Mass. and journeyed west for 
the improvement of my health, expecting to have 
proceeded as far as the western part of Pennsylvania. 
But, by an overruling hand, 1 was directed to this 
place, and to a people who had, the Sabbath previ- 
ous, listened to the farewell address of their beloved 
pastor, (Br. J. W. Green,) and consequently were 
then destitute of an under shepherd to go in and out 
before them. They invited me to preach for them: 
—I did so, and finally concluded to spend the win- 
ter with them, commencing the 3d Lord’s day in 
Nov. Prayer meetings which had been thinly at- 
tended, began to increase in numbers and interest. 

In a few weeks, our lecture room was hardly 

ce enough to contain the sceres which thronged 
ur meetings appointed for prayer. The church a- 
woke out of sleep, and found that it was good to 
call upon the name of the Lord. 

The first Sabbath in January, we engaged to set 
apart the following day, (the first Monday in the 
year.) as a day of fasting, humiliation and prayer ;— 
and to continue our prayer meetings every evening 
during the week. These were crowded, solemn, 
and interesting ; and prayer was offered that went 
up as holy incense before the Lord, in answer to 
which God came down amongst us, and his guings 
forth have been “ glorious, as of old, when the heav- 
ens dropped at his presence.” 

The next week we commenced our prayer meet- 
ings at half past five o’clock, and preaching at sev- 
en, and continued them thus fofr weeks, having 
preaching occasionally in the afternoon, We had 
assistance from brother Van Loone (of Westfield 
Mass.,) and from neighboring brethren in the minis- 
try. 

In answer to prayer, the word preached was 
quick and powerful, and sharper than a two edged 
sword. Many were pricked in their hearts, and be- 
gan to inquire, “ what mast I do to be saved.” 

The dead have been made alive, the lost have 
been found. About forty, who, a few weeks since, 
were in the gall of bitterness and in the bonds of 
iniquity, are now rejoicing in the love of Christ. | 
have already enjoyed the privilege of burying thirty 
three willidg converts with our Lord in baptism. 
Nine of them were heads of families, —four were 
recently married,—and the remainder were of the 
blooming youth, who promise great usefulness in 
the church of Gol. 





The eldest of the nunber, (a man about 50) 
left town to visit some of his friends in Vi. soon af- 
ter the commencement of the revival. His wife 
told him when about to leave, that she thought she 


should attend some of our meetings ; well—he was! 


not very particular about that,—but charged her to 
“mind and keep out of the water.’ Bat she was 
converted, and was born a Bapiist; aud the first 
Sabbath in this month, I baptized 26, she and her 
daughter being of the number.—During the week, 
he came hone, and on learning what had taken 
place, was at first considerably enraged,—but soon 
began to feel that he was left alone, —an arrow fas- 
tened in his heart,—and in just one week from the 
time his wife was baptized, he was converted, and 
the next week, was buried also with his Lord. 
He was affected on account of the obedience of his 
wife ¢o her Savior, instead of to him, an ungodly 
and opposing sinner. The family altar is now erec- 
ted and profaneness exchanged for prayer and praise. 
Verily, “The willing and obedient shall eat the good 
of the land.” Let others, who meet with opposi- 
tion, learn from this to “ obey God rather than man.”
